Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a report  on  the 
Health  Administration  of  the  Burgh  during  the  year  1957. 

This  Report  is  furnished  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quest of  the  Secretary  of  State  as  authorised  by  Sections 
79  and  87  of  the  Local  Government  (Scotland)  Act,  1947. 

In  format  it  follows  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
Department  of  Health  in  Circular  No.  70/1956  and  Circular 
No.  2/1958. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  through- 
out the  year  the  health  of  the  Burgh  has  been  well  main- 
tained. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  again  24  per  1,000  live 
births.  This  was  the  same  as  the  rate  for  1956  which  at 
that  time  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Burgh. 

The  year  has  passed  without  any  major  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease  other  than  the  influenza  epidemic  which 
occurred  during  the  autumn  as  it  did  elsewhere  in  Scotland. 
Although  the  incidence  was  widespread  there  was  only  one 
death.  Tuberculosis  still  remains  a problem,  but  there 
are  now  indications  of  a more  favourable  trend.  Preliminary 
discussions  were  held  in  relation  to  the  National  Mass 
Radiography  Campaign  and  Airdrie's  participation  was  arranged 
for  the  summer  of  1958. 

The  arrangements  for  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  which 
were  inaugurated  in  1956  were  continued  and  extended. 

All  these  points  are  dealt  with  at  greater  length  in 
the  body  of  the  Report. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Town  Council  for  their  confidence  and  support,  my  fellow- 
officials  for  the  help  and  assistance  which  they  have  unfail- 
ingly given  me  at  all  times,  and  the  staffs  of  the  Health 
Department,  Nursing  Services  and  Hallcraig  Day  Nursery  for 
their  loyal  and  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

The  Burgh  of  Airdrie  was  esfahlishod  by  Act  of  Parliament 
in  the  year  1821  and  its  original  boundaries  have  since  then  been 
further  extended  by  additional  legislation. 

Its  area  at  the  end  of  1950  was  2,068  acres.  On  May  10th, 

1951,  the  Airdrie  Provisional  Order  Confirmation  Act,  1951, 
received  the  Royal  Assent  and  the  effect  of  this  was  to  add  a, 
further  841  acres  to  the  Burgh  nnking  the  total  area  now  2,909 
acres.  The  nev7  area  extends  to  the  North,  East  and  South  of  the 
previous  boundo.ries  and  provides  good  additional  sites  for 
future  development.  The  village  of  Moffat  Mills  is  now  included 
within  the  Burgh.

Nater  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Burgh  is  furnished  by  the  Airdrie , 
Coatbridge  and  District  Water  Board.  This  undertaking  draws  its 
supplies  from  upland  sources,  the  catchment  area  extending  to 
3,550  acres.  There  are  impounding  reservoirs  in  the  Parish  of 
Shotts  and  on  Eastside  and  Cowgill  burns  in  the  Parish  of  Lamington 
and  Wandell. 

There  are  also  service  reservoirs  at  Roughrigg,  Moffat  Mills 
and  at  Cowgill,  Biggar. 

In  emergency  extra  water  can  be  drawn  from  Dewshill  Pit, 
Salsburgh  and  Lily  Loch,  Caldercruix. 

There  are  slow  sand  filters  at  Roughrigg.  During  the  war  a 
chlorination  plant  was  installed  at  Roughrigg  and  Cowgill  and  the 
supply  has  been  treated  since. 

During  1952  a new  microstraining  plant  was  inaugurated  at 
Roughrigg  and  the  operation  of  this  has  been  of  satisfactory 
assistance  in  relieving  the  work  of  the  slow  sand  filters. 

The  Daer  Valley  Water  Scheme  vms  officially  opened  by  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  on  October  16th,  1956,  and  since  then  the  Yi/'ater 
Board  has  received  a supply  of  water  from  this  source.  The 
recurrent  risk  of  shortage  of  water  which  has  been  a feature  of 
several  dry  seasons  in  recent  years  can  now  be  regarded  as  having 
"been  at  last  successfully  obviated  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

As  part  of  the  undertaking  a covered  service  reservoir  was  eon- 
structed  at  Dalmacouter  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Burgh 
end  distribution  takes  place  from  there. 

Details  of  the  Dacr  Yfator  Scheme  were  given  in  last  years 
Report . 

Recent  analyses  are  given  overleaf  as  an  indication  of  the 
physical  characteristics  of  the  various  water  sources  comprising 
Roughrigg,  Cowgill  and  Dacr.

Daor  The  sample  as  rccGivod  was  free  from  suspended  matter 
and  was  colourless.  The  analysis  shoves  it  to  ho  a soft  water 
with  no  dote c table  trace  of  animal  matter  or  sewage,  emd 
accordingly  it  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  other  dietetic 
purposes. 

Roughrig:g  The  sample  as  received  contained  traces  of 
suspended  matter  and  had  a slight  brown  colour.  The  analysis 
shows  it  to  be  a slightly  hard  wa.rer  with  no  detectable  trace 
of  animal  matter  or  sewage . 

Cowgill.  The  sample  as  received  contained  traces  of  suspended 
matter  and  was  almost  colourless.  The  analysis  shows  it  to  be 
a soft  water  with  no  detectable  trace  of  animal  matter  or 
sewage . 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewage  disposal  arrangements  arc  of  the  most  modern 
kind.  iifter  the  usua.l  preliminary  troa.tment,  the  plant  in- 
stalled subjects  sewage  to  a bio-aeration  process  with  sub- 
sequent sludge  digestion.  The  fina,l  product  is  dried  in  sha,llow 
lagoons  and  finds  a sale  as  ma.nure . 

A large  extension  to  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed  in 
April,  1955.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  general  growth  and 
development  of  the  Burgh.

The  vital  statistics  supplied  for  this  year  are  calculated 
on  the  Registrar-General's  mid  year  estimate  of  32,494  an  in- 
crease of  .286.

The  death  rate,  after  adjusting  it  for  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  local  population  and  so  making  it  generally 
comparable  with  the  rest  of  Scotland,  was  12.0  compared  with 
last  year's  figure  of  13.2.

Infantile  Mortality 

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age  expressed  per  1,000  of  all  live  births. 

During  the  year  the  figure  was  24,  the  same  as  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  infant  deaths  occurring  under  the  age  of 
4 weeks  was  16. 

The  subject  of  Infantile  Mortality  is  discussed  more  fully 
under  the  heading  of  Child  Welfare,  where  figures  for  previous 
years  are  given  for  comparison.

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A.  Local  Health  Authority  Functions 
General  Administrations 


The  functions  of  the  local  health  authority  are  ad- 
ministered by  the  Health  Committee  to  which  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are  severally  responsible 
for  various  aspects  of  the  composite  services. 

Details  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  activities  are  dealt 
with  in  his  own  separate  report. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  now  mainly  concerned 
with  administering  the  services  which  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  local  authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1947.  Minor  duties  under  other 
enactments  are  referred  to  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  various  nursing  services  are  under  the  immediate  control 
of  a Superintending  Nursing  Officer  who  is  responsible  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

These  nursing  services  comprise 

(a)  Health  Visitors  - a staff  of  6 health  visitors  carry  out 
the  routine  work  of  maternal  and  child  care  including 
domiciliary  visitation  and  the  staffing  of  various  clinics. 
This  staff  is  to  be  increased  by  one  in  the  near  future. 

(b)  Tuberculosis  and  infectious  disease  mrrscs  - two  nurses 
are  employed  on  these  duties.  Both  arc  qualified  hea,lth 
visitors.  The  nurses  do  domiciliary  visitation  and  assist 
at  the  tuberculosis  diagnostic  and  treatment  clinics  run 
by  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

(c)  Domiciliary  midwives  - a staff  of  five  domiciliary  midwives 
live  together  in  a house  provided  and  run  by  the  local  health 
authority  and  from  there  carry  out  all  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  in  the  Burgh.  There  are  now  no  part-time  midwives 
and  none  in  private  practice. 

(d)  District  nurses  - there  arc  five  nurses  carrying  out  home 
nursing  duties.  These  nurses  are  not  direct  employees  of 
the  health  authority  but  are  provided  by  Airdrie  & District 
Nursing  Association  under  a suitable  financial  arrangement 
with  the  authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  controls  a Dental  Clinic 
service  staffed  by  a qualified  dentist  and  a dental  attendant. 

There  is  an  office  staff  of  four  persons. 

The  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  is  employed  by  the 
Hospital  Authority,  formerly  had  an  office  in  the  same  building 
as  the  Head-th  Department  with  a personal  clerkess.  Records 
were  held  in  common  and  there  was  thus  very  close  co-ordination 
of  the  clinical  and  administrative  sides  of  tuberculosis  control. 
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This  arrangoiiicnt  terminated  in  1957?  new  clinic  and  clerical 
facilities  having  been  provided  in  the  Out-patient  extension  to 
Alexander  Hospital  Coatbridge.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurses,  however, 
continue  to  attend  the  Clinics  and  the  clerical  liaison  has  been 
well-maintained , 

The  Home  Help  Service,  while  nominally  under  the  control 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  administered  from  day  to 
day  by  the  Welfare  Officer  with  the  advice,  assistance  and 
supervision  of  the  Superintending  Nursing  Officer  and  her  Health 
Visitor  Staff. 

There  is  a Day  Nursery  with  a Matron  directly  responsible 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

( a)  Expectant  & Nursing  Mothers 

A weekly  ajite-natal  clinic  Is  held  in  the  local  authority's 
premises  at  Ifellwynd.  The  medical  staffing  is  by  a specialist 
obstetric  officer  generally  of  registrar  grade  supplied  by 
Bellshlll  Hospital!  . The  nursing  staff  is  provided  in  rotation 
from  the  Health  Visitor  staff.  The  patients  who  attend  are 
either  those  booked  for  hospital  confinements  or  are  domiciliary 
cases  sent  by  their  won  doctors  for  consultations. 

The  fullest  clinical  supervision  is  available  including 
routine  blood  tests.  Specimens  are  examined  at  the  Regional 
Laboratory  in  Hamilton  and  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Bloodi. 
Transfusion  Service  in  G-lasgow.  This  clinic  has  developed  very 
rapidly  and  the  accommodation  was  enlarged  during  1951  by  the 
provision  of  additional  waiting  room  accommodation,  undressing 
cubicles  and  an  additional  consulting  room. 

Special  consideration  is  always  given  to  unmarried  mothers 
in  the  way  of  admission  to  hospital  and  other  assistance  and 
advice  is  always  freely  available.  Post-natal  examinations  are 
generally  carried  out  at  the  hospital. 

Nursing  mothers  receive  ad.vlce  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
(see  below)  and  advice  in  Mothercraft  is  given  by  the  Health 
Visitors  either  to  Individuals  or  to  small  groups.  A film 
projector  is  available  and  a suitable  library  of  film  strips 
is  being  built  up  to  improve  the  teaching  facilities. 

Maternity  Outfits,  to  the  Department  of  Health  specifications, 
are  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  mothers  having  a home  con- 
finement . 

The  domiciliary  midwives  carry  out  routine  ante-natal  visits 
to  their  booked,  cases  and  in  addition  a weekly  nurses'  clinic  is 
held  where  mothers  attend  and  receive  instruction  regarding  their 
general  welfare  and  where  they  are  also  familiarised  with  the 
analgaesic  apparatus  available  to  all  the  m.idwives. 

At  the  beginning  of  1955  we  were  asked  by  the  Local  Medical 
Committee  to  make  arrangements  to  facilitate  the  examination 
of  blood  specimens  taken  by  private  practitioners  from  patients 
who  had  elected  to  have  their  confinement  at  home.  This  was 
done  and  the  facilities  were  made  available  from  1st  April  of  tha.t 
year. 


In  the  first  9 months  of  the  scheme  44/^  of  mothers  had 
specimens  sent  for  examination.

This  year  there  were  285  casebwho  booked  a doctor  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement  together  with  169  who  were  confined  in 
Airdrie  House  under  the  supervision  of  their  own  doctor  making  a 
total  of  454  mothers  for  whose  ante-natal  care  general  practition- 
ers were  responsible. 

In  1957  105  specimens  were  submitted  representing  20,5/'®. 

Once  again  these  came  mainly  from  a minority  of  practices  and 
some  doctors  did  not  participate  at  all.

(b)  Child  Welfare 

There  is  now  one  main  child  welfare  clinic  held  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  each  week  at  Wellwynd  and 
two  subsidiary  or  peripheral  clinics.  One  of  the  latter,  at 
Arranview  Children’s  Home,  serves  the  northern  part  of  the  town 
and  opens  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  The  other  is  now  held  in  a 
new  clinic  at  Craigneuk  on  VJednesday  afternoons.  This  was  opened 
early  in  the  year  in  the  east  of  the  town  whore  housing  development 
is  at  present  greatest. 

Medical  consultation  is  available  two  afternoons  each  month 
at  the  main  clinic  and  one  afternoon  a month  at  each  of  the  branch 
Clinics.  Vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation  arc  also 
available  on  these  days. 

Cases  from  these  clinics  can  be  referred  to  any  required 
specialist  if  the  family  doctor  approves. 

Heliotherapy  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  in 
Wellwynd  premises. 

So  far  there  has  been  no  request  bj*-  practitioners  for 
assistance  at  their  own  clinics. 

( c ) Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  Health  Visitors  devote  special  attention  to  premature 
infants  being  reared  in  their  own  homes.  IThere  necessary  daily 
visits  are  paid  and  equipment  loaned.  It  is  sometimes  possible 
to  have  premature  infants  admitted  from  the  district  to  Bell shill 
Hospital  nursery  but  the  accommodation  there  is  limited.  A 
new  Maternity  Hospital  has  been  promised  for  Bellshill  to  replace 
the  present  facilities  and  this  will  ultimately  provide  more 
extensive  provision  for  these  cases. 

(d)  Supply  of  Welfare  Hoods  and  Similar  Products 

During  1954  ‘tbe  Ministry  of  Food  discontinued  the  war-time 
arrangements  for  the  siw^ply  of  Welfare  Foods  and  the  responsibility 
for  issuing  these  was  placed  on  the  local  health  authorities.

After  eome  discussions  of  alternative  methods  of  carrying 
out  the  work,  it  X'jas  finally  decided  that  issues  should  be 
made  from  our  Welfare  Department  under  the  control  of  the 
Welfare  Officer, 

The  premises  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  Health  Department  offices  and  a spare  room  there 
was  readily  adapted  to  provide  a store  room  and  counter 
accommoc^ation.  The  additional  work  necessitated  the  engagement 
of  one  extra  Junior  clerkess.  These  arrangements  continued 
during  1957  and  have  been  acceptable  to  the  public. 

We  have  also  continued  the  previous  arrangements  by  which 
dried  milks  and  other  nutrients  are  issued  at  our  clinics  for 
the  use  of  the  children  who  require  them  on  medical  grounds. 
These,  however,  are  retailed  at  cost  price.

( e)  Dental  Care 


The  health  authority  provides  a complete  dental  service 
for  the  priority  classes.  There  is  at  Wellwynd  a xirell- 
equipped  dental  surgery,  staffed  by  a fully-qualified  dental 
surgeon  and  a dental  attendant. 

A practitioner  who  specialises  in  dental  anaesthesia 
attends  as  required  and  is  remunerated  on  a sessional  basis. 
Nursing  assistance  to  patients  undeig^ing  general  anaestheaia 
is  provided  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  rotation. 

( f ) Day  Nursery 

The  premises  at  Hallcraig  House  which  were  opened  as  a 
War-time  Nursery  on  December  22nd,  1942,  continued  in  operation. 
It  is  approved  for  training.

The  degree  to  which  the  services  provided  by  the  Nursery 
wore  utilised  has  been  slightly  loss  this  year.  The  total 
number  of  children  on  the  roll  during  the  year  has  been  smaller 
and  those  who  were  admitted  made  rather  lower  .total  attendances. 

The  xnfaiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  stood 
at  3*^  which  was  higher  thaji  in  1956.  Those  were  to  some 
extent  children  entered  by  mothers  who  had  the  intention  of 
taking  up  work  when  it  became  available,  but  quite  frequently 
when  admission  was  ultimately  offered  the  mother  had  still  not 
found  suitable  employment.  The  variation  in  the  waiting  list 
thus  appears  to  reflect  the  level  of  em.ploymont  available  in 
the  area  rather  than  real  prossure  on  the  available  accommodation.

"Prevontion  of  Break-up  of  Fanilios" 

The  terns  of  this  circular  wore  duly  considered  by  the 
Health  Comnitteo.  The  Connittee  accepted  the  concept  of  the 
Health  Visitors'  work  as  expressed  in  the  circular,  v±zi- 

"The  Health  Visitor  whose  work  now  extends  to 
cover  the  whole  field  of  prevention  of  ill-health, 
including  prevention  of  ill-health,  is  by  reason  of 
her  close  contact  with  families  with  young  children, 
particularly  well  placed  to  recognise  the  early  signs 
of  failure  in  the  family  which  may  lead  to  the  dis- 
, ruption  of  home  life  with  consequent  risk  to  the  mental 
health  of  the  children". 

In  a tovm  such  as  Airdrie , cases  of  this  sort  are  not 
mmerous  and  arc  generally  well  known  to  the  Health  Visitors 
concerned.  It  did  not  appear  to  be  necessary  cither  to  engage 
a special  social  worker  to  deal  with  such  families  not  even  to 
allocate  a special  health  visitor,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
present  shortage  of  such  trained  nurses.  It  seemed  preferable 
rather  to  instruct  the  existing  health  visitors  to  devote  sxoecial 
attention  to  such  families  and  this  has  been  done. 

The  Welfare  Department  also  contributes  materially  to  the 
alleviation  of  any  adverse  circumsts.nces . v/hen  mothers  were 
taken  ill  and  removed  to  hospital  end.  where  it  seemed  likely 
that  the  children  might  suffer,  help  was  given  particularly 
by  arranging  for  their  admission  to  Arranview  Children's  Homo. 

A largo  proportion  of  the  children  cared  for  in  the  Home  come 
from  such  families  where  there  are  no  relatives  able  to  under- 
take the  care  of  the  children.  If  a.nd  when  the  mother  returns 
home  it  is  then  possible  to  restore  the  family  milieu  without 
the  evil  effects  which  might  otherwise  have  resulted  had  the 
children  boon  less  sympathetically  handled. 

In  many  cases  too  the  provision  of  a home  help  has 
sufficed  to  keep  the  family  intact  until  norna.1  conditions 
arc  restored.

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

This  ^clinic  was  transferred  to  the  ne\i  Out  Patient  Depart- 
ment‘at  Alexander  Hospital,  Coatbridge. 

Physiotherapy  Clinic 

The  patients  attending  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in 
previous  years  were  normally  send  to  Alexander  Hospital, 
Coatbridge,  for  any  necessary  treatment  by  physiotherapy. 

The  facilities  there,  however,  became  overloaded  and  at  the 
end  of  1953  we  v;ere  asked  to  lend  accommodation  for  some 
of  this  work,  so  far  as  it  related  to  Airdrie  patients. 

During  1957  two  sessions  were  held  each  week  in  the  Wellwynd 
premises,  all  the  treatment  being  given  by  physiotherapists 
employed  by  the  Coatbridge,  Airdrie  &■.  District  Hospital  Board. 
Miss  Parker,  The  Senior  Physiothera^i^ist , reports  that  during  the 
year  105  patients  made  1,133  attendances  and  that  the  facilities 
which  we  provided  had  been  of  considerable  help.  The  total 
number  of  treatments  given  was  2,458  of  which  the  details  were;-

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DENTAL  CLINIC 


The  Denial  Clinic , providing  priority  dental  services  to 
mothers  and  young  children  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  1956  we  were  asked  by  Hamilton  Town  Council 
whether  we  could  help  with  the  priority  dental  service  for  that 
Burgh  by  lending  the  services  of  the  Dentist  and  Dental  Attend- 
ant. After  an  examination  of  the  position  it  was  decided  that 
this  could  be  done,  at  least  meanwhile,  to  the  extent  of  two 
^ day  sessions  per  week,  without  our  own  service  suffering.  An 
arrangement  to  this  effect  was  therefore  put  into  force  in 
January,  1957?  and  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Suitable 
financial  adjustment  has  been  made  by  which  Hamilton  pay  an 
appropriate  proportion  of  the  salaries  and  also  travelling 
expenses , 

It  may  not  be  possible  to  continue  this  arrangement 
indefinitely  because  the  help  Vv’hich  we  are  able  to  give  is 
insufficient  for  the  growing  Hamilton  demand,  while  at  the 
same  time  the  amount  of  our  own  work  has  a.gain  expanded  during 
the  year  despite  the  reduction  in  the  sessions  exclusively 
j devoted  to  it, 

I Miss  Margaret  Hinshelwood  L.D.S.  has  provided  the  following 

, statements  of  work  done  at  our  own  Dental  Clinic  and  at 
i Hamilton,  (see  over) 
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The  provision  of  a priority  dental  service  for  these  classes 
of  patient  is  an  extrenely  important  part  of  a Maternity  and  Child 
V/Glfarc  Scheme. 

Sound  nutrition  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the 
pregnant  patient  and  lactating  mother,  and  one  of  the  factors 
contributing  towards  this  end  is  undoubtedly  the  possession  of 
an  efficient  and  healthy  dentition.  Similarly  in  the  young  child 
supervision  and  conservation  of  the  primary  teeth  ensures  that  the 
permanent  teeth  develop  satisfactorily. 

Dental  treatment,  especially  of  a conservative  nature,  is  a 
time-consuming  proceeding  and  this  is  particularly  true  in  dealing 
with  young  children  whose  confidence  can  only  be  secured  by  a 
patient  and  painstaking  approach.  These  are  the  considerations 
which  make  it  difficult  for  an  adequate  service  to  be  provided 
except  by  a local  authority  officer  specialising  in  this  particular 
type  of  work. 

The  dental  profession  as  a whole  is  at  present  so  understaffed 
and  overworked  that  it  cennot  provide  for  those  priority  classes 
the  standard  and  frequency  of  attention  which  they  require. 

The  position  over  the  next  few  years  is  likely  to  grow  worse 
instead  of  better,  and  local  authority  dental  services  will  increase 
proportionately  in  essential  importance. 

At  the  moment  there  arc  16,000  dentists  on  the  Dental  Register. 
Of  these  11,500  arc  in  general  practice  and  2,100  work  for  local 
authorities,  hospitals.  Universities  and  the  /irmed  Forces.  The 
remainder  are  already  retired  or  living  abroad.  On  5th  July,  1958 
after  ten  years  of  the  National  Health  Service  all  dentists  over 
the  age  of  65  will  qualify  for  full  retirement  pension  and  nay 
retire  from  practice.  These  constitute  about  I/5  of  the  profession. 

Dentistry  in  fact  is  an  elderly  profession  and  this  is  a 
direct  result  of  the  Dental  Act  of  1921  vi/hereby  unqualified  men 
who  had  been  in  practice  for  more  than  five  years  were  admitted 
to  the  Register,  Eight  thousand  entered  the  profession  in  this 
way  and  it  is  these  men, together  with  those  whose  training  was 
delayed  by  the  First  V/orld  War,  who  are  likely  to  cause  the  problem 
of  the  immediate  future. 

There  is  ho  easy  way  to  counter  this  decline  because  the 
15  dental  schools  in  the  United  Kingdom  can  train  only  650  students 
per  year  and  the  McNair  Committee  on  Recruitment  to  the  Dental 
Profession  stated  that  ”it  will  be  necessary  for  the  schools  as 
soon  as  possible  to  take  in  1,000  students  each  year". 

As  it  takes  five  years  to  train  a dentist  an  expansion  of  the 
training  facilities  cannot  show  results  for  at  least  that  tine. 

^he  shortage  of  dentists  is  thus  likely  to  grow  rapidly  and  already 
there  is  only  one  dentist  to  every  3 >400  of  the  population. 

This  situa.tion  leads  point  to  the  consideration  of  any  meas-ures 
which  promise  a reduced  incidence  of  dental  decay.  Evidence 
continues  to  accumulate  that  f luorida.tion  of  public  water  supplies 
IS  such  a measure,  and  the  outcome  of  pilot  experiments  now 
proceeding  in  Kilmarnock  and  elsewhere  is  awaited  with  interest. 

There  was  published  during  1957  the  "Report  of  the  Conmision 
Inquiry  on  the  Fluoridation  of  Public  Water  Supplies"  held  in 
sw  Zealand  by  order  of  His  Excellency  the  G-overnor-General , The 
of  this  Commission  upheld  the  efficacy,  safety  and  desir- 
of  the  proposed  procedure  and  provides  a very  full  and 
-Ctual  discussion  of  all  the  relevant  considorations .

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2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery  (N.H.S.(S)A,  1947  Sect.  23) 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Maternity 
Services  Act  of  1937?  tjie  Burgh  of  Airdrie  formulated  a 
scheme  to  provide  a comprehensive  domiciliary  midwifery 
service  and  after  it  had  received  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  the  Scheme  came  into 
operation  on  January  1st,  1940. 

In  subsequent  years  the  Service  gradually  developed 
until  by  1947?  5 full  time  midwives  were  in  the  employment 
of  the  Town  Council  and  they,  together,  were  responsible  for 
carrying  out  by  far  the  greater  proportion  of  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  work  of  the  town. 

A house  "Oakbank",  Clark  Street,  Airdrie,  was  purchased 
in  1945  and  since  then  it  has  been  maintained  as  a residential 
home  for  the  midwives.  Each  nurse  has  her  own  bed-sitting  room 
and  there  is  also  a lounge  and  dining  room  for  common  use,  A 
domestic  staff  of  two  assists  in  the  running  of  the  Home. 

This  was  the  position  at  the  beginning  of  1948  and  work 
continued  on  the  same  lines  as  before  until  July  5ib.. 

At  that  date  the  duty  to  provide  a service  of  this  kind 
ceased  to  be  in  respect  of  the  old  Maternity  Services  (Scotland) 

Act,  1937  which  was  partly  repealed  and  was  instead  placed  on 
the  local  authority  by  Sect.  23  of  the  new  National  Health 
Service  (Scotland)  Act  of  1947. 

No  outward  change,  however,  resulted  and  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  the  service  continued  exactly  as  before. 

The  problem  of  transport  for  midwives  was  referred  to  in 
a previous  report  and  it  was  explained  that  during  the  day  they 
travelled  by  'bus,  tram  or  bicycle,  and  that  at  night  they  were 
allowed  to  hire  a taxi  when  distance  or  urgency  suggested  the 
need  for  doing  so . 

They  were  also  authorised  to  engage  a taxi  for  the  trans- 
port of  the  gas-air  apparatus. 

Nevertheless  with  the  growing  size  of  the  town  it  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  dependence  on  public  or  specially  hired 
transport  means  that  a much  greater  proportion  of  a nurse's 
time,  than  formerly,  is  now  devoted  to  travelling  ra.ther  than  to 
carrying  out  her  nursing  duties.  The  wide  separation  of 
individual  districts  also  leads  to  difficulties  in  one  nurse 
relieving  another  when  there  are  staff  shortages  for  any  reason. 

The  amount  of  work  rema,ins  much  the  same  but  it  now  takes 
much  longer  to  do  it  because  of  the  dispersal  of  the  population. 
Clearly  this  is  a situation  which  should  be  met,  not  by  engaging 
more  staff,  but  by  increasing  the  mobility  of  the  existing  staff. 

The  Town  Council  during  the  year  in  recognising  this  situation 
agreed  to  pay  car  allowances  to  two  of  the  nurses  who  had  their 
ovvn  cars  and  this  ha,s  been  of  great  help  in  maintaining  an 
adequate  and  flexible  service. 

All  the  nurses  now  employed  are  qualified  to  administer 
gss-air  analgesia.  A majority  are  now  also  qualified  to  ad- 
minister trilene  a.nd  we  hope  to  obtain  the  necessary  apparatus 
snd  make  this  facility  available  in  due  course  when  all  our  staff 

trained.  The  Local  Medical  Committee  has  indicated  approval 
of  this  development . 

One  hundred  and  twenty  oases  had  nitrous  oxide  during  the  year. 
Pethidine/  ' 
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Pethidine  was  also  extensively  employed  on  the  instructions  of 
the  medical  practitioner  atton'ding.  It  was  given  in  133  con- 
finements. 

Non-medical  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Superintending 
Nursing  Officer  who  consults  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
any  difficulty.  Th^re  are  no  privp.te  practising  midwives 
resident  in  the  area. 


In  addition  to  routine  ante-natal  visits  in  the  patients' 
own  home,  we  also  hold  a weekly  clinic  where  the  midwives  can 
see  their  patients  in  more  convenient  surroundings  and  where 
they  can  give  them  practical  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  gas- 
air  apparatus  and  in  various  aspects  of  mothercraft. 

Mothers  who  are  unable  to  have  their  confinement  at  homo 
because  of  social  reasons  are  referred  to  the  ante- natal  clinic 
with  a recommendation  for  hospital  admission.  Bellshill  Hospital 
admissions  are  now  controlled  so  as  to  ensure  that  such  cases 
have  special  consideration. 

By  arrangement  with  Bellshill  Hospital,  pupil  midwives 
are  given  opportunities  to  particip>ate  in  xhe  work  of  the  area.

There  appears  to  be  a growing  preferonoe  on  the  part  of 
nothers  to  have  thf^ir  babies  in  hospital  - a trend  which  is 
probably  only  held  to  its  present  level  by  the  availability 
<^f  hospital  bods. 
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3,  Health  Visiting  Service  (N.H.S.(S)A.  1947  Sect.  24) 

During  the  year  authority  v;as  given  to  increase  our  Health 
Visitor  Staff  by  one,  bringing  the  number  now  employed  to  seven. 

Various  factors  contributed  to  the  need  for  this  additional 
assistance.  The  town  continues  to  grow  and  the  population  is 
being  increasingly  dispersed  to  new  housing  areas.  The  routine 
work  of  the  past  thus  takes  much  longer  to  do,  but  at  the  same 
tine  the  duties  of  health  visitors  are  being  continually  expanded. 

The  care  and  supervision  of  the  aged,  the  prevention  of  break-up 
of  families,  the  prevention  and  investigation  of  home  accidents, 
the  care  of  handicapped  children,  additional  work  in  connection 
with  poliomyelitis  vaccination, the  inauguration  of  several  now 
schools  - all  these  considerations  lead  to  an  over— growing  need 
for  Health  Visitor  Services  if  the  facilities  provided  by  the 
Health  ;3epartment  are  to  be  kept  in  tune  with  what  is  now  felt 
to  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  a modern  community. 

Unfortunately  for  some  time  past  we  have  been  unable  to 
get  fully  trained  Health  Visitors  to  replace  those  leaving. 

To  overcome  this  we  introduced  a Trainee  Scheme  about  6 years 
ago  and  suita.blo  candidates  have  been  engaged  as  Trainee  Health 
Visitors  and  then  sent  off  either  to  Glasgow  or  Edinburgh  to 
attend  the  course  of  training  for  the  Health  Visitor's  Certificate. 

During  their  absence  for  this  purpose  the  local  authority 
pays  a subsistence  allowance  and  meets  all  fees.  As  a condition 
of  this  assistance  the  Trednee  agrees  to  stay  with  the  authority 
for  two  years  after  qualification.  So  far  four  Trainees  have 
completed  the  course  and  qualified  but  one  resigned  on  marriage. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  our  staff  consisted  of  five  qualified  Health 
Visitors  and  two  Trainees, 

The  Health  Visitors  carry  out  routine  domiciliary  visitation 
of  all  children  and  also  give  advice  to  expectant  and  nursing 
aothers.  They  also  attend  at  the  various  child  welfare  and  ante- 
natal clinics,  assist  at  immunisation  sessions  and  attend  at  the 
local  schools  in  connection  with  the  routine  visits  for  diphtheria 
prophylaxis.  They  also  carry  out  the  nursing  duties  at  other 
clinics  hold  by  the  Specialist  Officers  of  the  hospital  authority 
within  the  Burgh,  and  at  the  Denial  Clinic  on  days  when  patients 
are  having  general  anaesthesia. 

It  has  not  been  possible  so  far  to  extend  their  duties 
very  much  more  widely  although  regular  visits  are  paid  to  an 
Old  Person's  Hostel  owned  by  the  local  authority  and  assistance 
is  always  provided  in  specific  cases  on  request,  generally  in 
co-operation  with  the  hospita.1  almoner  services. 

Apart  from  the  steady  increase  in  the  actual  colume  of  work 
falling  upon  the  Health  Visitors,  the  greater  dispersal  of  the 
population  in  now  housing  schemes  means  that  much  more  of  their 
tme  than  formerly  is  now  spent  on  travelling  and  in  walking  between 
visits.  Districts  have  been  arranged  so  as  to  reduce  this  un- 
productive time  as  much  as  possible. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  guide  and  assist 
mothers  in  the  care  of  their  children  and  to  educate  them  in  the 
proper  principles  of  their  nutrition  and  upbringing. 

_A  film  projector  was  obtained  during  1952  and  increasing 
^se  is  being  made  of  informal  talks  and  demonstrations  to  small 
groups  in  educational  work  of  this  kind. 
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'■^'he  intina1:c  contact  \-vliich  the  Health  Visitors  have  with  the 
hones  also  enables  then  to  brin(J  prominently  to  the  notice 
of  mothers  a.11  the  facilities  which  are  provided  for  the 
children's  wclfa.rc. 

This  is  notably  so  as  regards  diphtheria  innunisation, 
the  use  of  vitaiain  supplements  and  the  care  of  the  teeth. 

Opportunities  are  given  for  attendance  at  suitable 
Refresher  Courses  for  Health  Visitors. 

Details  of  the  work  done  at  the  Clinics  and  by  the  Health 
Visitors  will  be  found  elsewhere. 

Two  other  nurses  arc  also  employed  by  the  Authority  but 
their  duties  are  purely  in  connection  with  infectious  disease 
- particularly  the  domiciliary  supervision  of  tuberculosis 
cases.  They  assist  also  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics  and  we  have 
agarin  this  year  added  to  their  duties,  the  nursing  work  in 
connection  with  the  extension  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  school 
children.  These  arc  both  qualified  Health  Visitors. 

Extra  office  accommodation  for  Health  Visitors  was 
provided  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  building  which  the  Town 
Council  acquired  in  1948  for  adaptation  as  a Denta.l  Clinic. 

A further  section  of  this  building  was  taken  over  last 
year  to  provide  accommodation  for  records  and  stores. 

The  Superintending  Nursing  Officer  organises  and  controls 
the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  other  Public  Health  Nurses 
and  also  acts  as  Superintendent  of  Midwivos  and  exercises  a 
general  supervision  over  the  work  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 
She  is  resx^onsible  too  for  supervising  the  selection,  and  to 
some  extent  the  work  of  the  Home  Helps. 
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HE.ALTK  VISTTIIi:^  STATISTICS 
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4.  Hone  Nursing  Service  (N.H.3.  (S)  A. 1947,  Sect.  23) 

This  section  of  the  Act  required  the  local  health 
authority  to  set  up  a hone  nursing  service  "for  securing  the 
attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  v;ho  require  nursing  in  their 
own  hones". 

At  the  appointed  day  there  already  existed  in  Airdrie  an 
organisation  set  up  in  1897  nnd  naintainod  hy  voluntary 
subscription  which  was  knovm  as  the  Airdrie  & District  Nursing 
Association, 

The  Associa.tion  provided  nursing  services  within  the 
Burgh  and  also  in  the  ini:icdiatoly  adjacent  landward  area  of  the 
County. 

The  Town  Council,  therefore,  considered  that  the  nost 
suitabllo  way  of  discharging  their  rosjjonsibilities  under  this 
section  of  the  ^ict  would  bo  to  enter  into  an  agreenent  whereby 
the  Airdrie  & District  Nursing  Association  would  provide  such 
services  in  return  for  an  ap]proTjriatc  financial  c?,d justnent . 

This  arrangenent  was  initiated  on  July  5th,  1948.  The 
Association  discontinued  its  work  in  the  County  area  and  the 
three  nurses  enploycd  be  cane  wholl.y  enployed  on  hone  nursing 
work  within  thc_Burgh.  The  arrangenent  has  continued  to  work 
wdl  during  195  <'  and  the  staff  nev;  nunbers  five  nurses, 

The  total  visits  iDaid  showed  an  increase  of  18^  over  those 
for  1956.  A record  is  now  being  kept  of  the  typo  of  visits 
and  a tabic  is  given  showing  the  nanner  in  which  the  nursing 
service  is  actually  enployed.

The  provision  of  a home  help  service  is  one  of  the 
permissive  sections  of  tlio  National  Health  Service  out  it  was 
apparent  almost  from  the  beginning  that  there  was  a demand  for 
such  facilities  and  that  they  cou'id  play  a most  useful  part 
in  alleviating  hardship  and  distress,  and  indeed  real  domestic 
emorgoacy  which  coul.d  not  easily  be  apsistod  in  any  other  way. 

In  our  original  scheme  we  undertook  to  start  the 
service  in  February,  1949  with  A domestic  helps  but  this  number 
quickly  proved  to  be  inadequate.  Further  expansion  took  place 
during  195*3  from  l8  to  a total  of  29.  with  a further  increase 
to  62  at  the  end  of  1954-  nnd  67  nt  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

The  demand  appears  now  to  have  stabilised  and  has 
been  --I round  65  dor  the  part  3 years. 

The  cost  to  1he  authority  is  very  considerable  as 
many  householders  can  contribute  only  a small  weekly  sum.  The 
cost  of  the  service  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  the 
Authority.  No  fuj.l-t.lmo  horae  helps  are  now  supplied  unless  in 
one er t ion al  c i r cum s t anc  0 s „ 

The  Service,  v/hilo  nominally  under  the  control  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  administered  from  day-to-day  by  the 
Social  Welfare  Officer  i-hp  has  the  ansistanoo  of  the  Superintending 
Nursing  Officer  in  tlio  choice  of  the  actual  persons  omplo3red  and 
supervision  of  their  worh. 

So  far  there  has  been  a satisfactory  supply  of  suitable 
women  anxious  to  Join  the  Service,

The  public  attitude  to  diphtheria  innunisation  is 
fortunately  nuch  nore  enlightened  than  to  vaccination  and 
very  little  difficulty  is  nov;  experienced  by  Health  Visitors 
in  persuading  parents  to  have  their  children  treated. 

Visits  were  paid  to  all  the  schools  in  the  area  and 
imunisation  or  re-ir.r:iunisation  of  the  pupils  in  attendance 
was  carried  out  as  required. 

For  children  bclovi;  school  age-  a weekly  ir.ounisation  clinic 
was  held  throughout  the  year  and  every  endeavour  nade  to  ensure 
that  uothers  brought  their  children  for  treatnent. 

Where  a child  had  not  been  ir.iQunise.d  by  its  first  birthday, 
a postal  ronindor  was  sent  and  special  attention  given  to  the 
case  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

The  tables  overleaf  give  details  of  the  actual  work  done 
during  the  year. 

Until  this  year  conbined  prophyla.xis  against  vi/hpoping 
cough  and  diphtheria  had  not  been  offered  to  the  public  for  a 
variety  of  reasons. 

These  were  principally ; - 

(a)  Doubt  as  to  whether  whooping  cough 
iiinunisation  is  conplotcly  effective. 

(b)  Additional  injection  required  night 
adversely  affect  the  success  of  our 
present  diphtheria  innunisation 
arrangenents . A good  deal  of  follow- 
up of  dcfa.ultors  is  already  required 
when  only  two  injections  arc  being  given. 

(c)  To  be  of  greatest  value,  whooping  cough 
prophylaxis  should  be  given  very  early 
in  life.  To  give  diphtheria  toxoid  so 
soon,  runs  the  risk  of  indifferent 
innunisa.tion  results  because  of  the 
carry-over  of  natornally  bestowed  antitoxin 
to  the  infant. 

(d)  At  the  present  nonent  only  diphtheria 
prophylactic  is  supplied  free. 

In  previous  reports  it  had  been  renarked  that  sone 
authoritative  guidance  fron  the  Department  of  Health  would  be 
welcomed  and  this  was  in  fact  forthcoming  on  July  91b,  1957? 
by  the  issue  of  D.H.S.  Circula.r  No,  51/1957. 

This  Circular  made  sovero.l  points  which  wore  of  considerable 
assistance . 


Attention  was  drawn,  first  of  all,  to  the  Medical  Research 
Council  Report  on  Inoculation  Procedures  a.nd  Neurological  Lesions 
v/hich  showed  that  iianunising  agents  which  were  free  fron  alum 
were  sonowhat  safer  in  use  than  those  which  contained  alum. 

this  advice  in  mind  the  Department  of  Health  therefore 
suspended  the  free  issue  of  A.P.T.  and  P.T.A.P.  antigens  and 
instead  made  a,va.ilo,ble  supplies  of  Diphtheria  Prophyln.ctic  Fornol 
Toxoid  (P.T,)  and  Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Toxoid-antit oxin 
FLccules  (T.A.F.).  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  all  our 
diphtheria,  innunisation  was  ca.rried  out  with  these  products.

The  Circular  also  rof erred  to  the  Medical  Research  Council's 
Report  on  uliooping  Cough  Vaccines  (B.M.J.  1956  tt.  454)  and 
endorsed  the  view  that  an  effective  plain  pertussis  vaccine 
could  now  he  produced  for  use  in  the  prevention  of  whooping  cough. 
This  natter  is  also  dealt  with  elsewhere  under  the  heading 
"Whooping  Cough  Im.iunisation" . 

Reference  was  also  nade  to  the  use  of  conhined  antigens 
and  it  was  re connendo d that,  in  general,  antigens  should  preferably 
be  used  separately  although  it  was  recognised  that  the  apparent 
greater  safety  of  this  had  to  be  weighed  aga.inst  the  drawback  of 
having  to  subject  children  to  more  frequent  injections.

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POLIOIvIYELITIS  VACCINATION 


Early  in  1956  the  Departnent  of  Health  for  ocotland 
intinatod  that  supplios  of  a British  Salk-typc  vaccine  would 
bo  made  available  free  of  charge  for  use  by  local  health  authorities 
in  protecting  selected  groups  of  children  against  polionyelit is . 

The  children  eligible  were  those  born  in  the  years  1947-54 
(inclusive)  and  in  order  to  ensure  a fair  distribution  of  the 
finite d supplios  of  vaccine  we  were  instructed  to  invito  the 
parents  who  wished  to  take  advantage  of  the  schene  to  register 
before  March  31st  the  nancs  of  their  children. 

An  explanatory  letter  and  Registration  Card  was  issued 
by  post  to  the  parent  of  every  pre-school  child  and  the  sane 
natcrial  was  also  given  to  every  school  child  in  the  selected 
age  groups  for  it  to  take  hone. 

The  Registration  Cards  wore  in  the  forn  of  Reply  Paid 
postcards  and  were  returnable  by  post.  By  the  closing  date  of 
March  31st,  2,358  cards  had  been  returned.  This  figure  represented 
about  50^  of  the  eligible  children. 

The  anount  of  vaccine  which  be  cane  available  during  the 
year  was  insufficient  for  all  the  children  in  Scotland  who  had 
been  registered  but  the  Departnent,  however,  instructed  that  a, 
proportion  should  be  selected  by  the  nonths  and  years  of  their 
birth. 


The  first  selection  was  of  children  born  in  Novenbor 
1947-54  and  March  1951-54  and  later  this  was  extended  to  include 
August  1947-54  and  October  1951-54. 

Children  were  called  up  for  vaccination  in  accordance  with 
this  plan  as  supplies  of  vaccine  were  received  and  the 
response  wa.s  good. 

No  untoward  reactions  were  reported. 

There  wa.s  sone  fear  that  it  was  unwise  to  continue  the 
injections  during  the  period  of  polionyelit is  prevalence  and 
again  on  Departnent al  instructions  work  was  suspended  during  the 
nonths  of  July  to  Novenbor,  inclusive. 

The  total  anount  of  ve.ccine  received  during  1956  amounted 
to  594  doses  and  this  was  employed  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

The  scheme  was  also  extended  on  two  occasions.  In  May,  1957? 
we  were  asked  to  register  children  born  in  1955  and  1956,  and  also 
to  renew  the  offer  of  vaccination  to  children  born  in  the  years 
1947-1954  who  had  not  previously  accepted  the  offer  of legistration. 

New  registrations  amounting  to  521  were  received  in  respect 
of  the  two  new  age-groups,  the  proportion  being  about  the  same  as 
before . 

In  November,  1957?  vve  were  asked  to  register  children  born 
in  the  years  1943  - 1946  and  also  to  offer  vacination  to  expectant 
mothers  and  to  certain  other  priority  groups  at  special  risk, 
such  as  general  medical  practitioners  and  their  families,  ambulance 
attendants  and  hospital  staffs. 

The  Departmental  Circular  explained  that  sufficient  British 
vaccine  would  not  be  available  for  everyone  registering  but  that 
it  was  intended  to  augment  supplies  by  the  importation  of  Canadian 
or  American  Salk  vaccine.  Persons  registering  were,  therefore, 
given  the  opportunity  of  saying  whether  they  had  any  particular 
preference  for  the  type  of  vaccine  to  be  administered.

(a)  Tuberculosis 

The  tables  which  follow  show  that  tuberculosis  is  still 
one  of  our  nag or  problems  but  nevertheless  improvement  has 
been  substa.ntial . 

In  1957  the  number  of  confirmed  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
of  all  forms  was  27?  of  which  t'^tal  20  had  pulmonary  disease, 
and  7 had  various  types  of  non-respiratory  disease. 

This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  24  pulmonary  cases 
3 cases  of  tuberculous  glands  and  one  bone  infection. 

The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.09  por 
1,000  of  the  population.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary 
disease . 

In  1956  the  rates  were  0.25  and  0.00  respectively. 

The  following  table  sets  forth  the  position  from  1937 
onwards  and  is  of  interest  in  showing  the  trends  of  the  disease 
over  the  past  20  years.

The  table  overleaf  is  also  of  interest  as  showing  a comparisor 
between  1956  and  1957  for  the  vjhole  of  Lanarkshire^  including  the 
other  largo  burghs. 
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As  explained  previously  in  paragraph  A (page  9 ) the 

respective  functions  of  the  local  health  authority  and  of 
the  hospital  authority  with  regard  to  tuberculcsis  are  very 
closely  co-ordinated. 

Until  this  year  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  had  his  office 
in  the  Health  Department  and  all  records  were  held  in  common. 
Unfortunately  some  disturbance  of  this  arrangement  took  place 
in  1957.  The  opening  of  the  new  Out-Patient  Department  at 
Alexander  Hospital  with  its  section  for  tuberculosis  resulted 
in  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  transferring  his  headquarters 
there.  Nevertheless,  he  continues  to  keep  closely  in  touch 
with  our  side  of  the  work  and  we  still  maintain  in  the  Health 
Department  the  main  records  relating  to  notified  cases. 

Despite  the  transfer  to  Coatbridge  the  two  Infectious  Diseases 
Nurses  employed  by  the  health  authority  staff  the  diagnostic 
and  treatment  clinics  and  also  continue  the  visita,tion  of  cases 
and  contacts. 

Great  stress  is  laid  on  case  finding. 

The  diagnostic  facilities  of  the  weekly  chest  clinic 
are  made  most  freely  available  to  all  the  doctors  in  the  area. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  have  all  contacts  examined  and  kept 
under  supervision  and  a separate  "contact  clinic"  is  held  in 
separate  premises  and  at  a different  +ime  from  the  regular 
tuberculosis  clinic. 

The  next  table  shows  the  manner  in  which  the  notified  cases 
of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  brought  under 
supervision. 

It  shows  clearly  the  value  there  is  in  following  up  contacts. 

The "symptom-group  comprises  those  patients  who  attended 
or  were  referred  for  examination  because  they  were  already 
complaining  of  some  symptom.  The  other  categories  comprise 
those  cases  who  ?;ould  not  immediately  have  been  discovered  but 
for  the  active  measures  taken  to  find  them.

A monthly  B.C.G,  clinic  is  no?;  being  held  and  tuberculin 
^gative  contacts  are  treated  there  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physician, 
^ildren  requiring  segregation  are  accommodated  in  Arranview 
^^ildren's  Home  by  arrangement  with  the  V/elfare  Committee. 

The  only  extra  nourishment  given  to  tuberculosis  patients 
Vouchers  are  given  to  patients  recoimuended  by  the 
■^^^^^culosis  Physician  and  the  milk  is  obtained  from  the  customary 
^ilkman  who  renders  to  the  Health  Department  his  account  accompanied 
uy  the  voucher. 
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During  the  year  30  patients  received  free  milk  at  a total 
cost  of  about  £177.9/-d.  This  is  again  a slight  reduction. 

The  cost  in  1956  was  £227.l6/-d.  and  in  1953  about  £600. 

There  has  been  little  difficulty  in  securing  hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  tuberculosis.  No  case,  in  need  of 
active  treatment  has  had  to  wait  an  unreasonable  length  of  time 
for  a bed. 

There  were  no  patients  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 
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Proper  housing  is  regarded  as  being  of  great  inportance 
in  dealing  with  tuberculosis.  Not  only  does  it  facilitate 
the  care  of  the  actus-1  patient  and  contribute  to  his  recovery 
hut  it  helps  also  to  reduce  the  amount  of  risk  to  other  members 
of  the  household. 

This  has  been  fully  recognised  by  the  Town  Council  andt 
arrangements  are  such  that  generally  speaking j no  case  is  sent 
hone  to  unsuitable  housing  conditions.  The  C.'Uncil's  Housing 
Point  age  Scheme  is  heavily  weighted  in  favour  of  the  tuberculous 
patient  and  by  co-operation  between  the  Health  Eepartnent , the 
Housing  Eepartment  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Department  it  is 
usually  possible  to  make  some  satisfactory  arrangement  for  such 
cases . 


It  is  considered  that  the  domiciliary  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Nurses  is  particularly  valuable  in  the  after-care  of  the  tuberculous 
patient  and  his  faiuily. 

Her  regular  visits  help  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  the  patient 
and  she  is  able  to  play  a valuable  part  in  educating  the  household 
in  the  measures  necessary  to  avoid  further  infection.  Her  influence 
is  important  too,  in  prevailing  upon  contacts  to  attend  for 
examination  and  supervision  and  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  should  that 
be  indicated. 

She  reports,  too,  on  the  patients  needs  and  recommends  them 
for  any  necessary  assistance  in  the  way  of  bedding. 

The  council  has  arrangements  for  meeting  such  needs  and 
during  the  year  2 patient  s received  equipment  amounting  in  value 
to  £23.4. 2d,  The  cost  during  the  previous  year  was  £57.17.0d. 

Patients  are  also  helped  to  obtain  any  additional  National 
Assistance  Board  grants  to  vjhich  they  nay  be  entitled.

The  new-born  babies  tested  and  vaccinated  v;ere  those  born 
into  households  with  a special  risk  and  could  perhaps  more 
properly  be  classified  as  contacts. 


We  have  not  yet  adopted  a formal  scheme  for  the  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  of  all  new  born  infants. 

During  1954  we  extended  our  provisions  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination 
to  include  the  systcma,tic  vaccination  of  children  of  school- 
leaving age  and  this  scheme  duly  received  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  children  eligible  each  year  care  those  who  v\/ill  reach 
their  fourteenth  birthday  during  the  school  year.  This  work 
was  started  during  1955  and  has  continued  since. 

V/ith  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Headmasters,  lists  were 
prepared  of  all  the  children  in  the  appropria,te  age-  group  and  a 
letter  explaining  the  proposed  procedure  was  then  sent  to  all 
their  parents. 


A form  of  consent  was  also  enclosed  for  signa,ture  and  return. 
The  response  in  each  year  has  so  far  been  very  good.

(b)  Other  Illnesses  j^cnerally  includiriA*  epileptics  and  spastics 

No  organised  arrangements  have  so  far  been  made  for  the  care 
and  after-care  of  illness  other  than  tuberculosis.  The  Council  has, 
hov?ever,  been  supporting  the  work  and  interests  of  the  Scottish 
Epilepsy  Association. 

(c)  Convalescent  Home  Provision 


The  local  authority  does  not  maintain  any  convalescent  homes. 

(cl)  Care  of  Old  People 
(i)  Homes  or  Hostels 

During  1949  "the  Town  Council  acting  as  trustees  of  a bcq_ucst 
known  as  the  Strain  Trust  and  in  terms  of  the  bequest  took  steps 
to  set  up  a Home  for  Old  Men. 

They  acquired  a mansion  house  known  as  "Rosemount",  Forrest 
Street. 

This  was  remodelled  and.  equipped  to  provide  accommodation  for 
up  to  fourteen  elderly  men  who  each  pay  a fee  according  to  their 
ncans  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance.  A married  couple  were 
engaged  and  installed  as  warden  and  housekeeper. 

The  Home  was  formally  opened  on  12  th  October,  1949?  by  yirs . 

Jean  Mann,  M.P.  , and  is  now  known  as  Strain  House  in  memory  of  the 
benefactor  who  left  the  bequest  for  its  inception. 

(ii)  Hostel  or  similar  accommodation 

The  Local  Authority  also  possess  one  block  of  fourteen  single 
apartment  houses  which  are  kept  for  old  people  a.ged  60  and  over. 

These,  however,  do  all  their  own  work  and  have  separate  kitchen 
an;:  lavatory  accommodation.  There  is  a common  bathroom. 

These  persons  arc , of  course , all  independent  tenants  living 
^^ntirely  on  their  own  and  conducting  their  own  affairs. 

Nevertheless,  they  occasionally  present  something  of  a problem 
■snon  they  fall  ill  especially  if  they  do  so  suddenly. 

As  a result  of  past  experiences  the  Burgh  Factor  became  v;orried 
^out  the  natter  and  in  1951  asked  for  the  help  of  the  Health 
Apartment . 

It  was  arranged  for  one  of  the  more  active  tenants  to  keep  a. 
^gister  of  everyone  showing  details  such  as  next-of-kin  and  family 
nake  a point  of  assuring  himself  unobtrusively  dach 
•-y  that  nobody  is  ill  or  in  need  of  help. 

He  thus  knows  exactly  whom  to  inform  if  anyone  needs  assistance. 

In 
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In  addition  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  nakes  contact  alnost 
daily  so  that  her  a,d-vice  nay  he  available  to  the  unofficial  "warden", 
ani  periodically  she  pays  a fuller  visit  and  sees  all  the  old  people. 

Sonc  tine  ago  the  authority  also  converted  the  old  Burgh  Fever 
Hospital  in  Wilson  Street  into  twelve  two-apartnent  houses  which  are 
reserved  for  old  couples.  They  have  separate  cooking  facilities,  hut 
there  is  sone  sharing  of  lavatory  and  hathroon  accomodation . In 
sone  instances,  sideboards,  beds  and  other  articles  of  furniture  have 
been  provided. 

In  a recent  housing  scheme  at  Craigneuk,  provision  was  nadc  for 
55  2 apartment  houses  for  allocation  to  old  persons  or  married  couples 
ovdr  65  years  and  in  the  more  recent  scheme  at  Burnfoot  there  are  30 
such  houses.  There  are  also  6 flats  in  Clark  Street  and  more  will  be 
available  in  High  Street  when  construction  there  is  completed. 

(iii)  Housing  on  Medical  Grounds 

Special  consideration  is  given  to  persons  who  submit  that 
they  require  priority  for  housing  because  of  their  medical  condition. 

During  the  year  44  such  cases  were  specially  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  full  reports  submitted  for  the  inform- 
ation of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee.  The  investigation 
of  these  cases  is  very  time-consuming  and  the  advice  to  be  given  to 
the  Comittce  often  occasions  much  anxious  consideration. 

(iv)  Home  Helps 

In  terms  of  the  Authority's  Home  Help  Scheme  any  old  person 
is  eligible  for  such  assistance  as  may  be  required, 

(v)  Old  People's  Clubs  and  similar  organisations 

The  Veterans  Association  have  a club-room  in  the  Central  Public 
Park.  This  is  provided  by  the  Town  Council. 

There  is  an  Old  Age  Pensioners  Club  in  Callon  Street  with 
prenises  maintained  by  the  pensioners  themselves. 

I'n  Old  Age  Pensioners  Club  meets  in  premises  • >owned  by  the 

Council  in  Forrest  Street. 

A scheme  run  by  voluntary  subscriptions  in  Dunrobin  village 
provides  treats  for  old  folk  at  Christmas  and  New  Year  and  'bus 
j rans  during  the  summer. 

The  Clarkston  Miners'  and  Community  Welfare  provide  somewhat 
sioilar  facilities  and  entertain  some  3-400  old  people,  and  Hawyards 
Social  Club  is  active  on  a smaller  scale. 

The  Town  Council  provided  a very  successful  day  sail  to  Dunoon 

the  Kyles  of  Bute  during  the  summer, 
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(vi)  Charitable  Bequests  and  Enclownents 

There  are  a number  of  charitable  bequests  directed  towards 
the  welfare  of  old  people.  These  are  the  Airdrie  Female  Benevolent 
Society  and  the  Jane  Nicol  Bequest  which  distribute  small  sums  of 
acney  and  given  general  welfare  attention  by  means  of  voluntary 
workers . 

The  Scottish  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  is  also 
active . 


The  Town  Clerk  administers  a number  of  endowm.ents,  the  income 
of  which  is  spent  upon  the  provision  of  coal  both  to  old  people 
and  to  necessitous  cases  during  the  winter  months. 

(vii)  Airdrie  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 

Airdrie  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  was  established  in  1951 
and  is  representative  of  all  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town. 
iVs  in  former  years  an  old  people's  club  held  meetings  in  the 
Comunity  Centre  every  Friday  except  during  the  holiday  season. 

In  October  the  meeting  place  of  the  Club  was  transferred  from  the 
Comunity  Centre  to  the  West  Parish  Church  Hall.  In  1955  a similar 
venture  was  started  in  the  Craigneuk  area,  the  meeting  place  being 
Craigneuk  Church  Hall. 

Another  club  which  was  opened  in  Clarkston  Church  Hall  has 
been  discontinued  owing  to  poor  attendances.  This  was  tried  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  endeavouring  to  provide  club  facilities 
reasonably  near  to  the  homes  of  the  old  persons  but  apparently  they 
preferred  to  come  to  the  main  centre. 

The  general  objects  of  the  Committee  are  to  provide  such 
services  as  are  not  available  under  the  ordinary  schemes  of  Social 
Welfare  and  another  development  during  last  year  v/as  the  inauguration 
of  a "Meals  on  V/heels"  Service. 


This  started  during  the  early  months  of  1955  and  in  1956  had 
developed  to  a point  where  30  old  people  wore  being  supplied  with 
s full  three-course  meal  twice  per  week..  This  year  there  has  been 
sone  falling  off  in  demand  and  the  average  is  now  16-17. 


The  meals  are  prepa.red  at  the  School  Meals  Cooking  Centre  in 
Hallcraig  Street  and  placed  in  insulated  containers.  These  are 
taken  out  by  van  and  members  of  the  W.V.S.  on  a rota  basis  go  with 
the  van  and  servo  the  meals  to  the  old  peopDle  in  their  own  homes. 


A charge  is  made  of  l/-d.  per  meal.  Owing  to  the  dependence 
on  the  School  Meals  Centre  the  service  does  not  operate  during 
the  school  holidays. 

There  are  also  arrangements  for  visiting  lonely  old  people 
at  hone . 
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The  finances  of  the  Committee  are  derived  from  donations  and 
regular  voluntary  subscriptions  derived  from  a "Penny-a-Week 
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Chiropody  Service 


01 for  chiropody  treatment  are  available  through  the 
Welfare  Committee.  Old  People  in  need  of  such  treat- 
^^f^rred  to  private  practising  chiropodists  in  the  town 
ye^  h Committee.  A development  during  thelast 

conf’  an  extension  of  these  facilities  to  persons  who  are 

the  house  and  who  are  unable  to  attend  for  treatment  at 

PjQ J^^^^opodis t ' s surgeries.  The  local  branch  of  the  British  Red 
vio-if  Society  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  paying  for  domiciliary 
^ta  to  these  cases. 
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The  chiropody  service  as  a wh^le  has  developed  very 
considerably  and  the  nunber  of  persons  assisted  each  nonth  has 
reached  the  total  of  141. 

(d)  Prevention  of  Hone  Accidents 


During  the  year  the  Health  Connittee  had  under  consideration 
the  q[uestion  of  Hone  Accidents  and  their  Prevention,  and  arrangenents 
were  made  with  a firn  of  publishers  and  advertising  agents  for  the 
production  and  distribution  over  the  next  two  years  of  a booklet 
on  the  subject. 

Supplies  of  the  conpletcd  booklet  have  now  been  received  and 
it  is  intended  to  initiate  its  distribution  as  part  of  the  Canpaign 
in  1958  dealing  with  the  prevention  of  hone  accidents. 

There  is  not  at  present  any  Hone  Sa,fety  Connittee  in  the 
area  nor  any  fornal  liaison  with  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Accidents . 

The  latter  body,  however,  is  very  helpful  in  providing  posters 
and  leaflets,

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  1957  showed  two 
features  which  are  perhaps  worthy  of  nore  detailed  connent  than 
uaual . 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  totalled  126  and  this 
figure  was  considerably  higher  than  had  been  experienced  for  sone 
years  past. 

The  occurrence  of  cases  was  spread  fairly  evenly  through  the

careful  exanina,tion  was  made  of  the  circumstances  relating  to 
each  case  as  it  arose  but  no  satisfactory  explanation  of  the 
increased  prevalence  could  be  discovered.  Most  of  the  children 
affected  were  under  school  age  and  the  others  were  in  attendance 
at  various  schools.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  common  factor 
such  as  a single  milk  supply. 

The  epidemic  then  fell  away  in  January  and  February  of  1958, 
and  since  then  the  monthly  figures  have  been  at  their  usual  low 
level. 

The  other  disease  which  gave  some  cause  for  concern  was 
influenza. 

Here  our  experience  paralleled  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  indeed  world  wide  and  justified  its 
being  regarded  as  a pandemic. 

The  virus  responsible  proved  to  bo  of  an  unusual  type  and  the 
disease  became  generally  known  as  Asian  Influenza.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  give  some  historical  details  of  the  evolution  of  the 
pandemic . 

It  apparently  started  in  North  China  during  the  month  of  February. 
By  March  the  virus  responsible  had  been  isolated  in  Peking  and  its 
unusual  characters  recognised. 

j ^ In  the  follovmng  months  other  cases  of  the  disease  were  reported 
I iron  Hong  Kong,  Singapore,  Manila,  Cambo dia,  Malaya,  Sarawak  and 
I Borneo,  and  thereafter  spread  took  place  along  the  sea  and  air  routes 
I io  Japan,  Formosa  and  Australia.  'The  first  European  country  to  be 
^fected  was  the  Netherlands  where  cases  occurred  in  June.  No  doubt 
this  was  due  to  the  close  relations  between  Indonesia  and  Holland 

outbreaks  continued  to  be  reported  from  other  European  countries 
particularly  Czecho-Slovakia,  Italy,  Rumania,  Germany,  Turkey,  Belgium 

Greece,  and  students  returning  from  Holland  took  the  disease 
to  i'nerica. 

The  first  cases  to  occur  in  Britain  were  related  to  the  arrival 
‘51  the  M.V.  "Clan  Chattan"  at  the  Port  of  London  on  14th  June,  a 
55'-ssel  which  had  left  Calcutta  on  11th  May.  Further  local  outbreaks 
"w  ^^P'orted  during  July  and  August  in  the  Home  Counties  and  in 
^hGffieig  Belfast.  S . S . " A^isbank"  arrived  in  Glasgow  on  17th 
^ligust  and  the  master  reported  that  ho  had  some  cases  of  illness  on 
^oerd  which  he  suspected  of  being  influenza.  These  were  dealt  with 
-y  Glasgow  Public  Health  Department,  but  although  these  were  clinically 
5ispicious  it  is  understood  that  the  diagnosis  of  Asian  influenza 
^5ud  not  bo  fully  confirmed. 

Nevertheless,  outbreaks  of  influenza  began  to  occur  in  Glasgow 
on  the  beginning  of  September  onwards  and  several  schools  reported 
^5^1y  high  absence  rates  believed  to  bo  due  to  influenza. 
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Our  own  experionco  was  very  similar  to  that  of  Glasgow, 
and  all  our  schools  reported  that  anything  up  to  60^^  of  their 
pupils  were  absent. 

We  also  had  information  about  the  protgress  of  the  epidemic 
amongst  the  adult  population  both  from  reports  received  from 
local  practitioners  and  from  the  weekly  returns  supplied  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance, 

These  returns  shov;  the  numbers  of  new  claims  for  sickness 
benefit  dealt  with  each  week  by  the  local  office.

The  last  great  pandemic  of  influenza  occurred  in  1918  and 
this  showed  three  distinct  waves.  There  was  a mild  incidence 
of  the  disease  in  the  spring  followed  by  an  explosive  outbreak 
in  the  autumn,  and  then  a further  recrudescence  in  the  spring 
of  the  following  year. 

It  was  thought  that  this  outbreak  night  follow  .a,  similar 
pattern  and  in  October  the  Dex3artment  of  Health  for  Scotland 
issued  supplies  of  an  Asian- type  influenza  vaccine.  This 
7)as  offered  to  doctors  and  their  families  a,nd  to  local  authority 
nursing  staffs  and  home  helps. 

The  response  to  the  offer  v^as  not  very  great  but  48  persons 
were  immunised.  There  v^/ere  a number  of  fairly  severe  reactions 
^ongst  those  who  received  it  and  the  general  feeling  seemed  to  be 
that  the  effects  of  the  vaccine  were  as  bad,  if  not  worse,  than 
the  actual  disease.  It  was  perhaps  fortunate  that  the  expected 
further  wave  of  the  epidemic  did  not  eventuate. 

Although  the  disease  caused  a great  deal  of  acute  and 
Ijinploasant  illness  its  effects  in  our  own  experience  were  not 
lethal.  ^ During  the  year  only  one  death  was  certified  as  being 
'^U6  to  influenza  and  this  occurred  in  June  and  was,  therefore, 
delated  to  the  main  outbreak.  Deaths  from  pneumonia  and  other 
acute  respiratory  illness  were  much  the  same  as  in  a normal 
year. 


. this  respect  the  outbreak  of  1957  contrasted  sharply 
ith  the  experience  of  1918  when  the  serious  mortality  was  a 
'^^nspicuous  feature. 

As  regards  other  notifiable  diseases  there  was  nothing 
especially/’ 
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especially  noteworthy.  Once  again  there  was  a complete  absence 
of  puerperal  infections  and  this  un^douhtedly  reflects  the  high 
standard  of  midwifery  care  given  by  our  domiciliary  murses. 

There  were  four  suspected  cases  of  poliomyelitis  but  none  showed 
any  definite  paralysis.

9.  MENTAL  HSIiTH  SERVICE 

NATION/iL  HE.MH  SERVICE  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1947  - Sect.  51 

The  Health  Committee  is  now  responsible  for  the  administration 
and  general  application  of  the  mental  health  services  of  the  Burgh 
and  the  resulting  duties  are  carried  out  .jointly  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Welfare  Officer  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  former. 

The  Welfare  Officer  has  been  nominated  Authorised  Officer  and 
his  assistant  is  also  available  to  act  in  a similar  capacity  when 
required. 

The  Authorised  Officer  is  responsible  for  taking  any  necessary 
action  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  He  arranges 
for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  patients  suffering  from  mental 
illness  and  he  receives  notice  of  their  discharge.  He  supervises 
mental  defectives  from  the  Burgh  who  are  under  official  guardian- 
ship and  he  carries  out  or  arranges  for  their  official  visitation. 
Medical  visitation  is  d.one  by  a local  general  practitioner  on  a 
fee  per  case  basis. 

He  also  supervises  patients  discharged  from  mental  hospitals 
who  reside  vrithin  the  Burgh, 

Mental  Illness 

During  the  year  2J  cases  of  mental  illness  were  admitted 
to  hospital,  5 o'T  whom  were  certified. 

At  31st  December,  1957 > cases  of  mental  illness  vrere 
being  cared  for  in  institutions  and  6 cases  at  home. 

liental  Deficiency 

During  the  year  no  new  cases  of  mental  deficiency  were ' certified 

At  the  end  of  the  year  17  cases  of  mental  deficiency  xirere 
under  treatment  in  institutions  and  15  were  being  cared  for  at 
homo  or  boarded  out, 

Tolun^^ry  Association  for  Mental  Welfare 
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During  19^2  the  local  branch  of  the  Scottish  Association 
for  Mental  Health  was  revived  end  some  tentative  discussions 
were  held  with  a view  to  ultimately  establishing  an  Occupation 
Centre  a nd  developing  a system  of  home  visitation.  Little 
progress  was  made,  however,  principally  because  it  proved  im- 
possible to  find  suitable  premises.  Since  the  recent  illness 
and  subsequent  death  of  the  local  chairman  the  activities  of  the 
Association  have  languished. 

There  had,  however,  in  1955  been  a re-awakening  of  interest 
in  the  problem  of  the  handicapped  child  and  the  work  had  received 
a fresh  impetus  from  the  Scottish  Association  of  Parents  of 
Handicapped  Child.ren, 

In  January  the  Secretary  wrote  to  the  local  authority  saying 
that  the  Association  proposed  to  start  a small  class  for  such 
children  on  two  afternoons  per  week.  member  of  the  Association 

who  was  herself  the  mother  of  a handicapped  child  offered  to 
provide  accommodation  for  the  class  in  her  house. and  another  lady 
who  had  for  many  years  been  employed  by  Lanarkshire  Education 
Authority  agreed  to  give  her  services  voluntarily  as  a teacher. 

The  main  difficulty  in  starting  the  class  was  the  expense 
of  transporting  children  to  the  meeting  place  and  the  Town  Council 
therefore,  agreed  to  make  a quarterly  subscription  to  the  funds  of 
the  Association  sufficient  to  d efray  the  taxi  charges  incurred  in 
collecting  the  children  and  conveying  them  to  and  from  the  class. 

On  this  basis  the  venture  x^ras  started  and  it  continued  thus 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  children  who  originally  attended 
was  four  and  this  has  now  increased  to  six.  They  are  mainly 
Dental  defectives  of  mongolian  type. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  the  Association  continued 
to  use  a room  in  the  Community  Centre  but  more  convenient  premises 
were  subsequently  made  available  in  the  Old  Manse  of  Flowerhlll 
Church,  thanks  to  a generous  gesture  on  the  part  of  the  Managers 
of  that  Church, 

A large  room  there  was  decorated,  furnished  and  equipped  by 
the  Association,  mainly  from  funds  which  had  resulted  from  a very 
successful  local  bazaar. 

The  Association  is  now  providing  facilities  for  older 
handicapped  children  and  adolescents,  and  is  serving  a most  useful 
purpose. 

The  attendance  varies  somex'jhat  and  some  of  the  younger  child- 
ren x^ere  accepted  for  the  Education  Authority  Centre  at  Langloan. 
The  total  roll,  hox-^xever,  x«jas  approximately  5 juniors  and  7 seniors 

The  Association  continues  to  be  very  active  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  venture  may  be  gradually  expanded.

School  HeaJLth  Service 

For  Airdrie  Burgh  the  School  Health  Services  are  at  present 
aaministered  and  carried  out  by  Lanarkushlre  County  Council  in 
terms  of  their  statutory  duties  under  the  Education  Acts, 
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Discussions  have  loeen  held  in  the  past  with  the  other 
Lanarkshire  Burghs  with  a view  to  securing  some  integregation 
of  the  Social  Health  Services  and  the  Child  Welfare  Services, 
either  by  the  Education  Authority  arranging  to  delegate  sone 
of  their  functions  as  happens  elsewhere  in  other  large  burghs 
in  Scotland,  or  otherwise.  Some  nea.sure  of  agreenent  with  the 
principle  involved  was  reached  amongst  the  Burghs  but  approach 
to  the  County  Council  has  so  far  been  unproductive.

No  special  welfare  services  at  x^^^sent  come  within  the 
purview  of  the  Health  Dexeartnent, 

(2)  Nursing  Homes  Registration  (Scotland)  Act,  1938. 

With  the  extension  of  the  Burgh  boundary  during  1951 
one  Nursing  Home,  x^^cviousl5r  registered  by  the  County  of  Lanark, 
passed  to  the  suxDsrvision  of  this  local  authority. 

This  was  the  only  Home  registered  in  the  Burgh  and  it  was 
given  up  in  1954. 

During  1956,  however,  approval  was  given  to  the  provisional 
registration  of  a nursing  home  for  the  accommodation  of  chronic 
sick.  During  the  ye  ax*  the  necessary  adaptations  to  a former 
mansion  were  completed  and  tiie  Homo  was  oxoened  on  June  24th  by 
His  Lordship  the  Right  Reverend  J.  D.  Scanlan,  D.C.L.,  B.L.  , 
Bishop  of  Motherwell. 

The  Home  is  conducted  by  the  Irish  Sisters  of  Charity. 

It  is  excellently  equiiJxoed  and  provides  extremely  satisfactory 
acconnodation  and  nursing  for  approximately  10  chronic  sick 
patie  nts . 

(3)  Health  Education 

The  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  again  gave  us 
assistance  in  x^ls-rining  and  executing  varir>us  Health  Education 

projects. 
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Pullic  film  shows  and  lectures  held  in  Cinenas  have 
generally  iproved  disappointing,  not  only  in  Airdrie  hut 
elsewhere.  They  are  also  very  expensive  and  the  Scottish 
Council  for  Health  Education  have  withdrawn  assistance  of 
this  kind  and  is  now  concentrating  on  giving  sonewhat  sinilar 
shows  to  snail  "prefornod"  audiences. 

By  a "preforned"  audience  is  neant  sone  existing  organisation 
such  as  a Wonon's  Guild  or  Youth  Fellowship  which  ncets  regularly 
and  has  an  arranged  syllabus  of  lectures. 

During  1957  three  such  nestings  were  held,  the  speaker 
being  Dr.  Mearns  on  each  occasion. 

These  neetings  have  at  least  been  nore  satisfying  fron 
our  point  of  view  than  the  large  t)‘>^llic  filn  shows,  as  the 
audiences  are  interested  and  keen  to  initiate  discussion, 
but  they  do  not,  of  course,  reach  nany  peoxole  and  those  who 
do  attend  are  not  the  sections  of  the  population  who  arc  nost 
in  need  of  education. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  also  given  regular  informal 
talks  to  mothers  attending  the  clinics.  In  these  talks,  use 
is  nade  of  filn  strips  and  we  are  gradually  building  up  a 
library  of  suitable  strips  for  use  in  this  educational  work.
